WONDERS OF CANYON 


Harry Crabtree of Los Ang eles De­ 
scribes Trip to GrandCanyon 
of the Colorado. 


MARVELOUS BEAUTY OF NATURE 


His Dixon Friends W ill Be Interested 
in His Descriptions. 


(Continu ed) 
If bu t one visit can be made to th e 
Grand Canyon, th ere is only one posi­ 
tion and one tim e wh en any real u n­ 
derstanding of its gorgeou s beau ty and 
startling ch anges of its spirit life can 
be acqu ired. Th e time is from an 
h ou r before dayligh t to perh aps two 
or th ree h ou rs after su nrise* 
After 
ou r su pper th e nigh t before we stood 
on th e rim au d gazed in to th e can­ 
yon’s depth s as best we cou ld, h u t it 
was too dark to see very mu ch of it. 
Brigh t and early were we u p th e next 
morning (and every morning wh ile 
th ere (no one sleeps a morning away 
at th e Canyon), to see th e su n come 
u p. 
As th e first rays of ligh t came 
on th ey pierced th e valley of nigh t 
and before u s grew downward a wall 
of prodigiou s depth . Tier or tier of 
masonry sprang into sigh t. 
Splendid 
colors spread like blu sh es. 
Every 
tint ever imagined came qu ivering, 
sh immering, flash ing, as if th e great 
wall were a splendid tapestry waiving 
in th ejsu n. 
Away to th e righ t and to 
th e left came march ing into view, 
like migh ty armies, miles and miles 
Of mage8 tic scenery su ch as we h ad 
never before known. 
Clearer and 
clearerjgrew th e ou tlines. Nigh t was 
overcome, day h ad triu m ph ed, and 
th ere a t last we saw in all its splendor, 
Th e Grand Canyon of Arizona. 
Th ere a great » many different trips 
one can take, and a th ou sand different 
points and places to see th e Canyon, 
h u t in ou r limited stay of two and one 
h alf days, 1 wanted to see th e best we 
cou ld in th at sh ort time. 
A lady was 
in th e office before I left wh o said sh e 
h ad spentisix weeks at th e Canyon, 
and sh e did not pretend sh e h ad “seen 
it all.” After breakfast, th e first day, 
we took an eigh teen mile stage drive, 
over to Grand View point, wh ere you 
can stand and look for eigh ty miles 
down th e Canyon’s length : you look 
across to th e north wall of th e Canyon, 
wh ich is 1,200 feet h igh er th an wh ere 
we were (wh ich is 7,000 feet) and it 
looks no farth er th an th ree m ile s-it 
is th irteon. From th is point one can 
see th e Navajo mou ntains, one h u n­ 
dred and twenty miles in th e distance, 
and lying between th e point I am 
speaking of and th is range of mou n­ 
tains is th e -'Painted D esert.” 
We 
stood on a point of sh elving rock, 
wh ere we cou ld look down 3.500 feet. 
From this point, to my mind, from 
what little I have seen'of the Canyon, 
one can g et a better idea of the vast 
extent of area covered by the canyon, 
than from any other place, for at the 
hotel where we were stopping only a 
comparatively small portion of the 
can/qn can he seen as far as distance 
g oes, Dor can you see the river from 
there, while at Grand View Point it 
can he seen. Althoug h it is a 
long , 
tedious ride throug h a pine forest, it 
is weii worth the trip to g et this 
view. 
We met a lady while there who 
seemed very well posted on the differ­ 
ent points of the Canyon, namiDg the 
different, towers, castles, pyramids, 
etc , and to her I said how much bet­ 
ter it would have been had the road 
been laid along the rim from Brig ht 
Ang el to 
Grand 
view 
instead of 
throug h a forest of pine. To this sh e 
replied, “ Yes, but to come here via 
the rim would mean fifty miles as 
ag ainst eig hteen miles the way you 
ca m e.” A tourist asked the g uide 
where he would land If he dropped off 
a certain point, to which he replied. 
“ It would ail depend on what sort of 
a life you have led. 
For the next day, I had mapped 
out a trip down the trail, to the nver, 
and Mrs. C. had her riding habit all 
picked out, and horse eng ag ed to g o; 
but after hearing a lady relate her 
experience of that day .down and up 
this perilous and dang erous trip) they 
tell you it is not, but I say it is for I 
have been down it) she backed out 
when morning came. 
Now, they can 
tell you that thoseldonkeys have never 
been known to stumble or miss their 
footing , and tha t they have never had 
an accident, and all that sort of thing , 
but your “ Uncle Harry” has never 
seen the color of a horse or mule yet 
tha t he would trust in 1 reference to 
bis own two feet, and althoug h it is 
a trip tha t but very few make on foot, 
if I do say so myself, I walked down to 
the river and back— seven and one 
half miles in each direction.

[second party at the top, just as they 


were starting down; the first party bad 
been on th e way nearly one hour. 
After I bad descended, I should judg e, 
1,000 feet, during wh ich tim e I came 
to “Cape H orn,” 
a very h ad, sh arp 
tu rn and descent, I came u p with th e 
first party, wh o both ered me consider­ 
able, for I h ad to follow on beh ind 
th em for some little distance before I 
cou ld get to a place wh ere I cou ld pass 
th em, for I wanted to make as fast 
tim e as I cou ld on th e way down, 
knowing th a t coming u p wou ld be 
mu ch h arder and take longer. 
After 
I did su cceed in passing th em 1 reach ed 
th e plateau , or h alf way down, in one 
au d 
one-h alf h ou rs, h aving passed 
“Jacob’s Ladder” on th e way, 
at time wonderfu lly,

walk over th is point*

The o il Is pressed o ut o f the se« ls o f 
a certain plant and then set to sim mer, 
while the w o rkm an adds a m ixture o f 
po w dered redwo o d, g rated sandalw o o d 
and seeds o f alm o nds and o ther po w ­ 
ders. 
A fter th e sim m ering is ended the re­ 
sult is filtered and set aside fo r a lo ng 
tim e to settle. Then it is put into tiuj 
earthen dishes, each o f which has a 
wick m ade o ut o f a re« l.

quantity o f these little dishes are set 
o n bricks, and o ver each Is placed a 
funnel shaped clay co ver.
